..ml the main building of the plant of the \\ . J. Clark com­ 
pany was practically gutted when fire, the exact origin of 
which is a matter ot doubt, broke out in the bucket shop 
about 10 o’clock W ednesday night, and within an amaz­ 
ingly short space of time swept through almost the whole 
of the two-story structure, and was only by the most 
valiant efforts of regular and volunteer firemen finally 
confined to the building in which it originated, and pre­ 
vented from spreading to the adjoining planing mill of 
the Peoples Lum ber company and Clark company vvare- 
rooni, where the most valuable and most inflammable 
property is located. 
When the flames were finally Curbed and under control, after about 
four hours of desperate fighting, two men, 
Alvin 
Wiggers and 
Frank 
Schultz had been 
seriously injured by being caught under falling brick 
walls; Joseph Calladine had had a very narrow escape from 
death 
or 
serious hurt when he dropped through the roof of the back office into 
the midst of the conflagration; I/)uis Christine was badly bruised when 
caught by the collapse of a part of the structure, and a number of other 
firemen and over-zealo-us 
spectators had either been more or less severe­ 
ly bruised or fortunate enough to make

from

OVER 44.000.000 REO 
CROSS SEALS SOLD 


More than 
44,000.One 
lied 
Cross 
Christm as seals were sold last 
De­ 
cember. according to a rep ort issued 
Thursday by The National Associa­ 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, and the American Red 
Cross. 
In this way $444),000 is netted 
for anti-tuberculosis work in various 
p arts of the United States. 
The sale in 1913 is a gain of 1, 
000,000 seals over 1912, or 10 
p er 
cent. 
It is hop ed that this year the 
50,000.000 mark will he reached. 
Th 
seal design for 1914 lias been selected 
and orders for the p rinting of 100.000, 
000 seals have been p laced. 
Plans for 
the organization of a larger sale this 
year than ever before have been p er­ 
fected. 
New York state led 
the 
country 
last year with a sale of over 10,- 
500,000 seals or one for each 
man, 
woman and child in the state. 
Of this 
number, more than 
6,825,000 
were 
sold outside of New York city. Ohio 
came next with a sale of 
2,800.0.00. 
Wisconsin third with 2,700,000, 
and 
Illinois, fourth with 2,500.000. Hawaii 
sold the most seals p er cap ita, tlie 
total sale being somewhat over two 
for each inhabitant. 
Rhode Island 
came second with a sale of two p er 


Washington, June 18 — Millions of 
dollars worth of p ap er money of a 
new typ e will he p ut into circulation 
up on the establishment of the fed­ 
eral reserve banks within the next 
few weeks. 
Under the federal reserve bank act 
each of the 12 federal reserve banks 
will receive advances front the fed 
eral reserve board in the form of 
federal reserve notes, a new sort of 
p ap er money. 
Commercial p ap er will 
be the collateral advanced by 
the 
various hanks as security for thes 
notes. 
No official of the treasury dep art 
ment is able to make any estim ate 
or 
the 
am ount of federal reserve 
notes which will p robably be p ut into 
circulation 
this 
year. 
Federal 
re 
serve banks are required under the 
new law to keep gold reserves of 40 
p er 
cent 
against 
federal 
reserve 
notes in circulation. 
Last year at harvest time Secre 
tary McAdoo p ermitted banks in tho J 
west and south to borrow money on' 
commercial p ap er and about $37,000.-1 
000 was loaned. 
The immediate de­ 
mand for federal reserve notes will 
p robably be far in excess of that sum 
as the harvest loans were limited to 
the farming sections.
